Although  the  Isle  of  Sheppey  no  longer  comprises  three 
separate  local  authorities,  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  present  annual 
reports  on  the  health,  sanitary  circumstances  and  vital  statistics 
of  the  Borough  of  Qu^enborough,  Slieerness  Urban  District  and  Sheppey 
Rural  District  for  I967  in  accordance  v/ith  the  Public  Health  Officers 
Regulations  1959 >  and  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  them  herewith. 

The  pattern  of  this  report  is  similar  to  previous  years,  the 
first  part  dealing  with  the  whole  Island  and  formerly  addressed  to  the 
Isle  of  Sheppey  Joint  Medical  Officer  of  Health  Coonittee,  and  then 
follov/  tnree  parts  dealing  with  the  separate  districts, 

Tne  population  of  the  Island  increased  by  180,  a  similar 
number  to  the  previous  year,  to  a  total  of  20,510.  The  natural  increase 
in  population,  that  is  birtbs  minus  deaths  v;as  150. 


There  v/ere  519  births,  255  males  and  264  females,  on  increase 
of  1  over  the  previous  year,  and  both  the  estimated  corrected  rate,  21.1, 

and  the  crude  rate,  18.2,  exceed  the  nationa].  birtlx  rate  of  17.2. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  birtns  soared  again  and  rcachecl 
a  new  high  level  of  11.6^.  Since  i960  this  rote  has  avera/--ed  more  th'>n 
twice  the  rate  of  the  1930' s. 


The  number  cf  deaths  registered  totalled  3O9.  Tins  ^ives 
Q  cruce  death  rate  cf  12.9  and  an  estimated  corrected  rate  of  12.5  as 
compared  witii  11  2  per  1,000  population  for  the  whole  country.  *218  were

Only  34  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during 
1967  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Of  the  7  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  4  of  then  occurred  during  one 
week  in  Octoher,  the  others  being  spread  over  the  first  three  nonths. 

The  22  neasles  xvere  nainly  the  residue  of  the  I966  epidenic, 
the  majority  occurring  in  January  and  February. 

In  spite  of  innunisation  there  is  still  the  occasional 
incidence  of  whooping  cough  but  the  2  notified  during  the  year 
(from  one  family)  were  the  first  for  three  years. 

The  two  cases  of  pulnonary  tuberculosis  were  also  the  first 
for  three  years  and  were  from  one  household.  The  non-pulnonary  case 
was  one  affecting  a  kidney.

One  out  of  36  samples  of  raw  water  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
was  reported  os  unsatisfactory  whilst  all  of  the  84  samples  of  treated  water 
were  satisfactory.
